\Vo way wifely assume that- the securi- 


ty or dauber of any city from fire does 
not depend KO much on tho character of 
the material of which.it is built as it does 
ou its appliances for extinguishing cou- 
n'agratioii.s, 
Iu a place where brick aud 


stone are the materials used, and the fire 
depart men t is weak, imperfectly supplied 
with water or apparatus, or is poorly di- 
rected, the liability to a destructive con- 
flagration is much greater than in a place 
where the houses are all of wood and 
huddled close together, and where tlie 
facilities for extinguishing lires are good. 


Newport undoubtedly" belongs to the 


latter category. 
There arc tinder-box 


buildings hero without number. 
The in- 


voluntary exclamation of a stranger, if 
he has ever scon great fires, is, when en- 
tering 
Newport, "What a place for a 


fire.'" But when he learns that the city 
has an excellent, thoroughly competent, 
and well appointed fire department, and 
that almost on every corner there are 
hydrants containing au abundant and al- 
v/avs accessible supply of water, he ac- 
knowledges that the danger of a confla- 
gration 13 greatly lessened. This feyiiKe of 
security is .strengthened after ho has seen 
a fire or two, and satisfied himself of the 
effective djpluging which the department 
can givf> a burning building in a few 
momenta* time. 


Of course there is no Kiieli thing aa ab- 


solute security against the ravages of fire 
in any city. 
There are 
conditions iu 


which our own department would be 


power!»Rf$ to cheek >i great flrc. The sud- 
den bursting out of a lire in a large and 
highly i n tl am m able building, iu the dead 
of night, nt a moment when a very high 
wind prevailed, and the passage of the fire 
to other buildings before the engines could 
fairly get at work, would threaten a con- 
flagration which all the water in East on1 a 
pond, 
thrown exactly upon the right 


places, could not extinguish.

it exists in every city in tho world.

put up instead wooden screens which were 
so much kindling-wood fora "holocaust.'

"We believe that, on the whole. Ne.wporl 


is an secure against conflagrations as any 
city in the country, and that nothing 
more than a faithful attention on the part

:mprovements in apparatus as fast as 
:hoir cSieacy may ho demonstrated, are 
ill that is needed tn continue our measure 
if security.
